That theresis need for a great awakehing on the partof the public in 
regard to matters of personal hygiene and public health was demonstrated 
oy the enforced thedical examination of men for military servicesduring the 
war years, but, startling as wefe the disclosures from those examinations, 
even more staggering are some reéent figures and“opinion contained ik an 
article in The Journal ef Health and Sanitation, written by Dr. J. H. Kek 
logg; superintendent. of the famous Battle Creek Sanitarium. 

Races 6f men haye sometimes died out and utterly disappeared and Dr. 
Kellogg is of the opinion that this may happen to the whole human ‘faniily 
if we continue to live tinder what he considers present unnatural conditions. 
Man, says Dr. Kellogg, is a very old-fashioned animal trying to live in a 
new-fangled way, in a manner that no animal ever before_adventured, and 
so unnatural and so ill-agapted to his constitution and his requirements as 
to render his yltimate undoing inevttable. Man f% by. nature an open-air 
dweller. But the business and professional men, incarcerated behind the 
doors of their offices, with their assistants, die years before their time, and, 
on the average, twenty years sooner than the farmer whose wcation keeps 
him, in the open. ° ' 

Present-day habits and methods of living are held ¢ccountable for the 
pliysieal deterioration of the race, and for the prevalence of diseases which 
are carrying off people by the million. According to Dr. Kellogg, the 
United States loses from its population of 100,000,000 by death* 1,500,000 
people every year, while 3,000,000 people are sick all the time. ‘Tir other 
words, one-fiftli of the population are inefficient or lost. He estimates that 
an average of seven days are lost from labor by sickness every year. 
Tuberculosis is gaining ground, and kills one out of every ten of the popula- 
tion. ‘Cancer kills one in twenty. Other maladies are rapidly gaining 
ground. In England and Wales the insane are increasing "tw ice as fast as 
the sane, and 4n France ten times ar fast. . Coupled with these alarming 
symptoms, there is the serious fact that the birth rate in nearly all civilized 
countries is rapidly declining. 

Dr. MacNeill, superintendent of the Mental’ espitsl at Battleford, 
Sask., made the statement recently in a public address at Regifia that at 


o

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the present rate of increase of mentally deficient people there would not. be] by 


enough mentally efficient people to look after them fifty years hence. 

’. In support of his contention that present habits and methods ‘of living 
are responsible for existing conditions, Dr, Kellogg draws attention to one 
of the.interesting lessons fram the war, namely, the notable lowering, of 
the death rate in several countries. In Denmark the death rate fell 35 per 
cent., due in the opinion of Dr. Hindhede, the Danish food controller, to 
simpler habits of living, and especially the low-protein diet and the’ use 
of coarse bread. . In Germany, too, diabetes has practically disappeared 
from the same cause, and gout, lormerty yery common,"is now unknown. 

Good health is the greatest asset any person can_possess.” Wealth is. 
of little value to a_man if he does not possess good health so that he may 
enjoy it. Without health no one can get much pleasure out of life. “Lack- 
ing health no person can be wholly efficient. Ill-health is waste. et the 
best medical experts agree that, by'taking prope® precautions there is little 
reason for’sickness, and that many diseases which now number their victims 
‘by the millions could be readily stamped out, 

Health studiesand health conditions must be given first place and fore- 
most attention in our public schools. People must be made.to understand 
that soundness of body is fundamentally essential in business, art, literature, 
politics and religion, as well as in warfare, sports and industry.

Habits formed in childhood are 
very difficult to break. The younger 
the child, the more quickly a habit is 
formed. 

Their experience having been so 
limited, they very quickly become ac- 
customed to almost any new diversion 
that_may come their way. Many 
little things that, at the time, seem 
trivial, will have a severe, effect in af- 
ter years. 2 

One of the worst habits that a 
young child forms is that of thumb 
sucking. Many mothers would rather 
habe the baby quiet than dissatisfied 
with Jife in general and raising Cain. 
“| But the pacifying of the youngster by 
this method will cause a great deal 
of difficulty. 

When a child sucks its thimb it 

pushes the roof of the mouth upward 
so that it makes a very high atch; and 
as the roof of the mouth is the floor 
of the nose, the nasal space is reduc- 
ed and the septum of the nose is 
pushed over either to the right.or to 
the left—usually to the left, 
- The upper teeth in front, along 
with the bone in which they are im- 
bedded, are pushed forwardvand up- 
ward, and the lower _front-teeth and 
the surrounding béne-are pushed in- 
ward and dowfward.

A valuable trade has sprung up in 
recent years in the exportation of 
eges. In order to encourage and 
conserve this trade under the provi- 
sions of the Live Stock and Live 


Stock Products Act, the Dominion is! 


divided in two sections, east and 
west, for the carrying on of a thor- 
oughgoing inspection service, On- 
tario, east of Port Arthur, Quebec 
and the Maritime Provinces, consti- 
tutt the eastern section, and all west 
of the great lakes the western, For 
the éleven months of last year ex- 
tending from January 1 to Novembtr 
80, 334,111 cases of eggs were inspect- 
ed, of which 148,668 cases were ‘con- 
signed to Great Tyitain. It has been 
found that inspection is often request- 
ed by shippers not only-for the export 
but also for the domestic trade. In- 
spection is by approval, the shipepr 
being required to candle and grade 
the eggs according to the Canadian 
standards, marking the gases with 
the class and grade of the contents. 
Inspection is then made on requisition. 
If the shipment is found properly 
- graded a certificate of approval is is- 
sued and the ‘case officially marked. 
Inspectors at seaboard are advised of 
shipments going their way and they

N. the manifesto recently issued by Mr, Ewing, the main burden 
of his criticism is “the staggering debt of the province.” The 
manifesto is full of glaring inaccuracies, He places the indebt- 

edness of the province, for instance, at sixty-three million dollars. 
That is not true, and in maikng that statement Mr. Ewing not only 
attempts to destroy the financial standing of the province, but also 
impugns the character of all the Canadian and U.S. Bond Houses 
who have purchased Alberta Bonds. It is a well known fact that 
no bond house will purchase provincial bonds without first investi- 
gating the financial condition of the province and experts are al- 
ways called in for that purpose. Their official finding is incorpor- 
ated'in the prospectus, issued when the bonds are placed on the 
market. Such a prospectus, issued on Dec. 31, 1920, placed the Al- 
berta-debt as $41,989,900, less a sinking fund account of $1,231,159, 
and telephone untility indebtedness amounting to $15,834.90, mak- 
ing a net debt of $24,924,345.90, 


Mr. Ewing‘Woes not know, although he ought to know, that no 
municipality in the Dominion does include, or is expected to in- 
clude, utilit ybonds in any. statemento of its net debt. Mr. Ewing 
also includes university bonds and other guaranteed bonds in his 
statement of the general debt, whereas they are but an indirect 
obligation, and are fully covered by assets and mortgages, alto- 


. gether separate and distinct-from the assets belonging to the prov- 


ince. 


Mr. Ewing speaks of the indebtedness of the province as if it 


were money thrown away, never to return, with not a cent to show 
for it. He reminds one of an amateur accountant, puzzling. his 


brains to discover the story that the books really tell, and finally .. 


making a haphazard guess at it. If he cared to do so, he could 
find out that represented in the indebtedness of the province are 
reproductive undertakings, such as the telephon system, which is 
a wonderful asset, and could be readily disposed of. for twice what 
it cost the province. ‘ Z : 

And theh, included in the indebtedness are revenue-producing 
investments amounting to about seven million dollars. The prov- 
ince is drawing interest on these investments and the principal is 
secured: Nearly eighteen million dollars are rpresented in indi- 
réctly productive works, all of which can be properly included as 


- assets of the province.

‘ VALUABLE ASSETS OF PROVINCE, 


Mr. Ewing referred in his manifesto to the public debt. He 


‘did not refer to a single asset. He did not say that the assets of 


the provinee are of the most Valuable kind and that the province 
Mr._ Ewing 
knows very well that the province of Alberta cannot be developed 


that all the money thus far borrowed has been expended wisely 
and with due regard to the public interest, and that the govern- 
ment policy in this respect has resulted in a development that is 
little short of amazing. :

If you decide to have eggs for the 
main course,*try a Spanish omelet. 
Put one measuring cup of tomatoes 
into a saucepan. Add ‘about three 
rounding tablespoonfuls of Spanish 
onion chopped, half a chopped green 
pepper, two rounding tablespoonfuls 
of chopped pimentos, half a teaspoon 
“of salt and a bit of butter-or a table- 
epoonful of olive oil. Cook slowly 

‘ “about fifteen minutes or until the 
peppers are very tender, 

Rub a mixing bowl with a clove, of 
garlic and then remove it. Into the 
bowl, break six eggs. “Beat sufficient- 

“ly to just. mix whites and yokes well. 
Make into an omelet on a well greas- 
ed hot pan. Just before folding, 
spread the tomato mixture which 
should be hot. Serve at once. 

A woman asked me for a good cake 
recipe that would not cost too much. 
Figuring on the cost of eggs today, I 
suggested to her an Old Fashioned 
Sponge cake calling for five eggs. 
The woman looked at me and said: 
“Why, I could not afford to waste 

t five eggs in a/cake.” She seemed to 
be under the impression that if you 
put eggs into a cake, the food value 
of the egg sort of automatically dis- 
appeared. 

Figuring eggs at two-and-one-half 
cents a piece, five would cost less 
than thirteen cents. If you have 
this sponge cake for luncheon, how- 
ever,/meat or fish is entirely unneces- 
sary. For a “simple luncheon, a 
bread and butter sandwich with, per- 
haps, Jettuce between, a dish of stew- 
éd fruit or apple sauce, a piece of 
sponge cake and a glass of either milk 
or cocoa, is ideal. 

But here is the recipe for~ this 
sponge cake. Beat the whites of 
five egg until stiff. Beat. the 
yolks in a separate bowl! at least ten 
minutes by the clock with a dover 
egg-beater. ' Then gradually beat into 
the yolks one and one-quarter cups 
(measuring) of powder or confection- 
ec's XXXX sugar. Add juice of a 
large lemon and grated rind of half 
of it. 

Slip the beaten whites into the 
bow] and sift over them one and one- 
quarter cups of flour, Cut and fold 
the whites and the flour ipto the yolk 
mixture, with a wire egg beater or a 
wire spoon. Pour into ungreased 
pans or muffin cups-and bake abous 
twenty minutes in a very modefate 
over. This ought to make four lay- 
ers or one ¢ake about twelve by fif- 
teen inches. Always bake sponge 
cake in a shallow (never-a deep) pan,
